STUDENTS LEARN CHURCH MANNERS. 


University of Chicage Men Are Taught 
When to Kueel and How to Han- 
dle a Hymna Book. 


Four hundred University of Chicago fresh- 
men and sophomores assembled in the uni- 
versity chapel yesterday morning and were 
coached on how to behave in church. A 
member of the faculty told the youths when 
it was proper to kneel, stand, or to remain 
seated. The mysteries of the hymn book 
were also explained, and the early sullenness 
of many auditors because of enforced chapel 
attendance finally gave way to actual inter- 
est in the novelties being unfolded. 

The two first years at the University of 
Chicago are known officially as the junior 
colleges and this was the first trial of a new 
scheme to compel this contingent to attend 
weekly assemblies at which is read a re- 
ligious service. The orders for the new 
scheme were made by the President on 
Nov. 25. 

It was so painfully evident that the great 
majority of those present knew nothing of 
the etiquette of chapel that a member of the 
faculty gave a short but pithy dissertation 
of-instruction. 

Then the other black-gowned instructors 
filed in, and the door was shut and locked. 
Each student was numbered and given a 
seat, where he is expected ‘to sit hereafter 
once a week. 

President Harper told the students that 
the exercises were not essentially a chapel 
service. The session was to be opened with 
religious services, but a main idea of the 
meeting was to promote acquaintance and 
good-fellowship among and between stu- 
dents and faculty.

Confucianism, according to Wong Chin 
Foo and the Chinese residents of Chicago 
who are assisting in his missionary scheme, 
alone can correct the evils of American so- 
cial life, prevent boodle Aldermen, and turn 
Chicago into a city of brotherly love. 

Social life in America, according to Wong 
Chin Foo, is upside-down and puts every- 
thing else out of gear. Confucianism vis 
progressive and will develop the best that 
is in the race. Christianity, again accord- 
ing to Wong Chin Foo, hurts and demoral- 
izes its believers, whether they are Amer- 
icans or Chinese. 

Wong Chin Foo is maturing his plans 
rapidly. He is now looking for competent 
coadjutors or assistant priests for his tem- 
ple and a Chinese editor who is able to ex- 
pound the philosophy of Confucianism 
through the new missionary organ. Al- 
ready, according to statements which he 
made yesterday, his crusade has plenty of 
moral, intellectual, and financial backing. 
Many American residents of Chicago, who 
already to some extent have embraced the 
doctrines of Confucianism, have promised 


their active support, 


Coolies Are Too Ignorant. 

The average Chinese washing coolie, ac- 
cording to Wong Chin Foo, is too ignorant 
to be a fit exponent of the Chinese faith, and 
it is this fact which is impeding the progress 
of Wong Chin Foo’s plans, The Chinese 
washing coolie, he says, needs as much of 
a reformation on Western lines as the 
American coes on Eastern lines. The Amer- 
icans imagine as many vain things as 
the heathen and a great many more. 

The details of the missionary plan were 
confirmed yesterday by Wong Chin Foo in 
an interview with a reporter for Tus TrIis- 
UNE. 

„There are 800 English-speaking Chinese 
in Chicago,” he said. “But my object is 
not to have a Chinese congregation, but an 
American congregation. A8 soon as suffi- 
cient converts have been won a temple will 
be built and then at least half of Chicago 
will be ours.“

Wong Chin Foo is known as one of the 
most progressive Chinamen in the United 
States.

Berlin, Nov. 30.—Nothing is so greatly in- 
teresting official and diplomatic circles in 
Berlin as the advices from St. Petersburg 
announcing the action of the Czar in taking 
independent control of both the internal and 
cxternal policies of Russia since the return 
of his Majesty from his tour of the conti- 
nent. Whether he has been inspired by the 
example set by the Emperor of Germany, 
beginning with the dismissal of Prince Bis- 
mark from the Imperial Chancellorship, or 
whether he js striking out on his own lines 
it is hard to say, but the one thing certain is 
that he has initiated an entire change in the 
administration of the affairs of the Russian 
empire, and the officials whose functions 
are “usurped by their imperial master, and 
whose influence consequently appears to be 
on the wane, are aghast at the innovation. 

Every day the Czar receives reports di- 
rectly from the Foreign Office and other de- 
partments, and dictates his replies thereto 
without consulting any one except the sub- 
ordinate officials of those departmenis, to 
whom he listens but whose opinions he doea 
not ask. Neither does his Majesty solicit the 
opinions of M. Nelidoff, Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Constantinople, who is now in St. 
Petersburg; Count Dashkoff, M. Shishkine, 
or any other of the competitors for the suc- 
cession to the late Prince Lobanoff-Rostov- 
sky in the office of Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

Indeed, the Emperor's sole confidant ap- 
pears to be his great-uncle, the Grand Duke 
Michael, the last surviving son of the great 
Emperor Nicholas I., the present Czar’s 
great-grandfather. In accordance with the 
suggestion of the Grand Duke Michael, who 
is aide-de-camp General to the Czar and 
President of the Council of the Empire, the 
whole Russian administration is to be re- 
formed.

ENGLISH TROOPS IN SOUTH AFRICA.

London, Nov. 30.—Silently, if not secretly, 
the English Government has raised the 
forces at the Cape of Good Hope from under 
2,000 men to over 5,000, The ordinary force 
at the Cape was a battalion of infantry and 
a detachment of artillery. Since the Boer 
troubles drafts from India, supposed to be 
going home, have gradually been stopped 
at the Cape, and a number of them have been 
sent on to Natal: There are now at Cape 
Town and in camp at Wynburg five infantry 
battalions, two horse artillery battalions, 

and a large force of garrison artillery. 

In Natal, which a year ago was denuded 
of troops, there are two regiments of cavalry, 
two detachments of field artillery, one of 
horse artillery, and one battalion of in- 
fantry. The Transvaal Government is rest- 
less and concerned under this increase of 
British preparations, which are ostensibly 
based on the necessity of meeting contin- 
gencies in Rhodesia. The relations between 
the Boer Government and England are prac- 
tically those of continuous mutual distrust 
and latent enmity.

WINTER OCEAN RATES ADVANCED.

Big Steamship Lines Make Some Rad- 
ical Changes. 

New York, Nov. 30.—[Special.]—The agree- 
ment of the trans-Atlantic steamship lines 
to advance winter cabin rates and abolish 
small agencies in this port, ratified in Lon- 
don by the English and continental lines, 
was announced today by Gustav H. Schwab 
of the North-German Lloyd. 

After tomorrow the minimum rate for a 
single passage from this port on any of the 
English or continental express steamers 
will be increased from $60 to $75 and the 10 
per cent discount on-return tickets abolished, 
so to visit any English or continental port 
and return in the saloon of any fast steamer 
the lowest possible cost will be $200 in sum- 
mer and $150 in the winter season. 

The steamship companies have also cut 
the winter season,“ which used to ex- 
tend from July 15 to May 1. It will now 
run from Nov. 1 to April 1. These rates 
were agreed upon by representatives of all 
the big lines. The figures refer only to sin- 
gle passages. For suites of rooms each line 
is allowed to fix its own prices. The new 
rates obtain also only on express steamers.

DECISIONS IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Chicage and Northwestern Loses a 
‘Case Against City of Chicage. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—The Supreme 
Court today dismissed the case of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway company 
vs. the City of Chicago on the ground of 
want of jurisdiction. The case is one in 


. which the railway company seeks to prevent 


the condemnation of ground for a street 
crossing over railroad tracks by the city. 
The court, in an opinion by Justice Gray, 
refused to grant the relief asked by the 
State of Nebraska in the case of that State 
against the Missouri Pacific railroad com- 
pany. The Farmers’ Alliance of Elmwood, 
Neb., sought and was refused the privilege 
of erecting a grain elevator at the Town of 
Elmwood, and upon this refusal the Board 
of Transportation issued an order requiring 
the company to grant the priviliege. The

to, rendered a decision adverse to the eom- 
pany, which took out a writ of error to the 
ited States Supreme Court. Justice Gray, 
in the course of his opinion, said that the 
case involved no question of rates, but it 
appeared as a case in which a voluntary as- 
sociation of persons sought to secure for 
themselves certain privileges from the rail- 
road company and to compel the donation of 
land for elevator purposes. 
The court has dismissed the writ of error 
in the case of Elverton R. Chapman, the 
New York broker, charged with violation of 


the statutes in refusing to answer questions 


put by the Senate Sugar Trust Investigation 
committee two years ago. This makes it 


“necessary for Chapman to serve his sentence 


at least technically. Doubtless the case will 
be carried to the Supreme Court again on 
habeas corpus proceedings to test the con- 
stiutionality of the act on which the prosecu- 


tion is based. 


Justice Harlan, in an opinion for the court, 
affirms the decision of the United States 
Circuit Court for the Eastern District of 
Louisiana in the case of the New Orleans 
Water Works company vs. the City of New 
Orleans, refusing to enjoin the City of New 
Orleans from granting to others than the 
water company the right to lay water pipes 
in the city. This injunction was asked on 
the ground that an exclusive charter had 
been granted to the company. Justice Har- 
lan said that the court could not anticipate 
action by the New Orlenas city authorities, 
and that it wagespecially out of the question 


for it to interfere with municipal authorities 
in the discharge of their legislative functions 


by the process of injunction. 


URGES 


Plans of European Countries to De- 
gtroy American Trade. : 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—Retaliation 
against the European countries that seek 
to destroy American trade is suggested by 
United States Consul-Generel Max Judd at 
Vienna. He says the Austrian glucose pro- 
ducers, finding their trust powerless to mect 
the rates asked dy Americans, appealed to 
their government, and the latter has in- 
creased the duty on imported glucose from 
7% to 18 florins per 100 kilos; to take effect 
Dec. 1. This is aimed directly at America, 
as the United States is the only country com- 
peting for this trade,.and will shut us out 
from further sale of sirup. Mr: Judd says: 

“It has been this way with other articles 
for which Americans found a foreign mar- 
ket. If it was not a tariff measure some 
other obstacles have crippled their efforts to 
maintain the trade. 

“ Would not a threatened retaliatory meas- 
ure, gay against porcelain and glassware, 
have the desired effect of possibly prevent-

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.— [Special. 
David P. ©’Leary was bounced out of the 
Evanston Postoftice today on short notice 
and Charles Raymond, the well-known gold 
Demcecrat, was put in his place. 

The charges against O'Leary embrace a 
number of different things. “They. date back 
to the old story of his having sold stamps 
in Chieago to wholesale stores and others, 
thereby securing an improper addition 30 
his salary. Charges were aleo made by the 


was not only personally incompetent, but 
that he did not give proper attention to the 
affairs of the office and utilized it only asa 
means of revenue in addition to his regular 
business. 
Finally the charge was made that O Leary 
not. only voted and worked for Bryan and 
free silver, but was particularly offensive in 
denunciation of President Cleveland and 
other members of the administration, includ- 
ing some of his direct superiors in office. 

The announcement was made at the Post- 
office Department today that this is but one 
of a number of similar cases, and it is ex- 
pected that other removals will be announced 
from time to time between now and the 4th 
of Marth. This policy of the administration 
has already stirred up a hornets’ nest in the 
Senate, and it is more than likely the great 
bulk of these eleventh hour removals and 
appointments will be hung up in executive 
session. 

Senator’ Cullom May Take a Hand. 

It is well known that Senator Cullom is 
not pleased at the action taken in regard to 


the Springfield Postoffice, and it is believed 


the O'Leary case will be treated as a Presi- 


dential matter entirely. 

Several Republican Senators ne b have 
declared their belief that President Cleve- 
land was preparing to play a sharp game on 
the Republicans by ousting a large number 
of Postmasters and others during the closing 
months of his administration and filling their 
places with gold Democrats. Under ordi- 
nary circumstences these gppointmentscar- 
ry with them a commission for the full 
term of four years, Postmastersare not ap- 
pointed to fill out am unexpired term. The 
result will be that if late appointments are 
confirmed good Republicans will be barred 
out unless they cam secure the removal of 
the new man. 

The Republican Senators very generally 
say that they will not be a party to any such 
scheme. They declare that if these appoint- 
ments could be made in such a way as only 
to cover the time contemplated by the orig- 
inal commission they would not interfere, 
but as it is they will oppose confirmation on 
the ground that the whole scheme is devised 
for the purpose of continuing in office a num- 
ber of Democrats until almost the end of 
McKinley’s administration, thus compelling 
him either to allow them to remain in office 
or to incur the odium.of removing them. with- 
out adequate reasons. 


To Embarrass Maj. McKinley: — 
Several Senators talked with this after-

ANTI-TOXIN FOUND FOR TYPHUS. 


Medical World Is Informed of a New 
Alleged Great Discovery. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—Commercial [ 


Agent Sawter reports to the State Depart- 
ment from Glauchau, Germany, on recent 
experiments by Profs. Pfeipper and Kalle 
with “‘ typhus anti-toxin.” If the hopes of 
the professors are realized medical science 
will receive a most valuable accession 
through their discoveries. 

The experimenters believe that typhus 
germs, like cholera germs, may be traced 
back to thé existence in the blood of anti- 
typhoid substances. 

The typhoid bacillus is known to exist 
largely in well and spring water, and the 
fact that they are frequently the direct 
cause of infection is recognized by bac- 
teriologists, Consequently the experiments, 
the report sets forth, tend to trace the ex- 
istence of these germs, and, by locating 
them, preserve numberless tives. 

It is shown that between the ages of 20 and 
25 persons are most prone to the develop- 
ment of the typhus germs. It is claimed 
that the typhus anti-toxin can easily and 
quickly. be inoculated, proving of great ben- 
efit, especially in time of epidemic. The en- 
tire results of the experiments will soon be 
i ge for the benefit of the medical 
world. ‘ 


Compilation of Government Loans. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—J. Fount Tiil- 
man, the Register of the Treasury, in. his an- 
nual report gives a condensed history of all 
of the loans of the United States from 1776 
to June 30, 1895, never before fully published, 
together, with an exact copy of each obliga- 
tion of the government from the year 1798 to 
the present time. The report shows that the 
premiums of loans of the United States 
from 1789 fo June 30, 1895, amounted to $55,- 
022,218, and the discounts, premiums paid, 
te,, on loans amounted to $123.674.680. The 
c mmissions paid on account of loans from 
1835 to June 30, 1895, a mounted to $12,343,803.

Evanston People Expected He Would 
Succeed O’Leary as Postmaster.

That 
the official head of the present incumbent 
of the office, D. P. O’Leary, was in danger

Mr. Raymand is one of the old residents 
of Evanston, and has been prominent as a 
Demo n that suburb for the last twenty 
years. e is about 55 years old, and has 
been identified with educational work for the 
most of his life. Years ago he was principal 
of the Evanston public schools, and later 
was principal of the high school at Prince- 
ton, III. He is a man of good education, an 
expert bookkeeper, And is at present Secre- 
tary for all the Masonic bodies in Evanston. 
He is a brother of the Rev. Dr. Miner Ray- 
mond, professor emeritus of Garrett Biblical 
Institute. Samuel B. Raymond of Chicago 
is-a nephew, as is also James H. Raymond, 
the attorney. Mr. Raymond has a pleasant 
Although 
he has been actively Democratic in his 
tendencies for a long time his position as 
Postmaster will be his first official connec- 
tion with the party. 

The first cloud on O’ Leary’s horizon arose 
about a year ago, when he was criticised by 
the postal authorities for carrying on some 
profitable deals in postage stamps with a 
clerk in a down-town store, the increased 
sale of stamps adding materially to Mr.

Evanston Democrats of gold tendenctes that 
272 O' Leary had been using his position to 
furt der the cause of the free silverites to an 
offensive degree, and, it is said, definite com- 
plaints against this alleged aggressive par- 
tisanship were sent to Washington. 

During the last weeks of the campaign 
Controller Eckels made a visit to Evanston, 
ostensibly to speak on the gold standard, 
but in reality, according to Evanston goss'p, 
it was to investigate the charges against Mr. 
O'Leary. From the time of Eckels’ visit up 
till the present time the Evanston public 
has been waiting with interest to see what 
the administration would do with the Post- 
master. Yesterday they found out, and the 
expected happened in the appointment of 
Raymond to take the vacancy. 

O’ Leary says he took every precaution dur- 
ing the campaign to avoid letting his polit 
ical views influence his official acts in the 
least, but his assertions seem to have had 
little weight with his sound money critics.

LITTLE OPPOSITION TO TOM REED. 


Grosvenor, It Is Said, Would Like to Be 
Speaker, but Will Be Opposed. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—(Special.]— 
There are the usual rumors afloat in regard 
to the Speakership of the House at the next 
session. These stories have ben started 
ahead of the usual time by the reasonable 
certainty that Congress will be called to- 
gether soon after Mr. McKinley is inaugu- 
rated. 

It is said some opposition has cropped out 
to the reélection of Speaker Reed, and that 
he will not be given the place again except us 
the result of a hard fight. 

There are several people im the House 
whose names have been mentioned from 
time to time in connection with the Speaker- 
ship, but most of them know that Mr. Heed 
could not be beaten by any ordinary combi- 
nation. It is said that Grosvenor of Ohio 
would like the place, and under certain con- 
tingencies might be willing to make the race 
against Reed, but it is well known here that 
Mr. McKinley would never permit such a 
thing, as it would embarrass his administra- 
tion exceedingly to start out at odds with the 
Lower House of Congress, as would cerlain- 
ly be the case whichever man won. 

When the campaign for the nomination 
was at its height last spring, Speaker Reet 
announced to a number of his most intimate 
friends that if he were not successful in se- 
curing the nomination for the Presidency 
he would not come back to Congress. In 
that event, it is more than possible that 
Hopkins of Illinois would have had a large 
folowing in the race for the Speakership. 
Grosvenor has always ‘had his eye on the 
place, and is well fitted for the work, but 
there would be a feeling in the House that 
Ohio was running the government a little teo 
much to claim the Presidency and the Speak 
ership too. 

The old heads here say that Mr. Reed wil 
be reélected, practically without opposition, 


and probably by the unanimous vote of the 


caucus. He has naturally made many en- 
emies by his firmness in, shutting off all job- 
bery, but even the jobbers themselves know 
he has played no favorites, and on both sides 
of the House Tom Reed is given credit for 
absolute impartiality in his official 2 

Quite a number of Republicans are a little 
sore over the tight rein which he holds upon 
them, but it is highly improbable any serious 
candidate will crop up against him. The 
Speaker’s personalfriends say Maj. McKinley 
will receive in every direction the active co- 
eperation of the Speaker, who believes that 


the President be eo by the House at 


every point where licy is distinctly out- 
lined. They promise for him that there will 
be no hostility between the two great powers 
in the government—the President and the 
Speaker of the House. 

REPORT OF LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 
More Disasters but a Lower Percentage 

of Loss of Life and Property. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—The report of 
Mr. Kimball, the general superintendent of 
the live-saving service, for the year ending 
June 30 exhibited the most satisfactory re- 
rults yet accomplished by that service. Al- 
though the total number of disasters was 
greater than in any prior year, the percent- 
age of liver and property lost was Jess. 

The number of disasters was 437, involv- 
ing 4,608 persons, of whom 4,505 were saved 
and thirteen lost. The estimated value of 
vessels and cargoes was $12,726,520. Of this 
emount $1,482,750 was lost. The number of 
documented vessels totally lost was sixty- 
seven. 

There were abo 248 casualties to undocu- 
mented craft, sailboats, rowboats, etc. Of 
the 504 persons on board 587 were saved and 
seven lost. The value of the property in 
those casualties is estimated at $119,265, of 
which $114,015 was saved. 

The total number of shipwrecked persons 
succored af staticns was 613. Other per- 
sons (not on board vessels) to the number 
of eighty-two were rescued from drowning. 

During the year the crews saved and as- 
sisted to save 472 vessels, valued, with their 
cargoes, at $4,853,110, and assisted other 
agencies in saving property valued at 
$3,599,775. Less important assistance was 
rendered to 17 other vessels in distress. 

The cost of maintaining the service for the 
year was $1,401,805

Attorney-General Thomas today disposed of 
a misleading report which has been going 
the rounds of the papers relative to a recent 
decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of the United States against 
William J. Verdler for the readjustment of 
Postmasters’ salaries under the acts of July 
2, 1866, and March 3, 1883. 

Judge Thomas said that contrary to those 
statements the decision will not cause a re- 
versal of the policy of tae department under 
those acts and thus let in claims of 20,000 
Postmasters, aggregating $2,500,000, which 
had heretofore been rejected. No question 
was involved in that case that affected in the 
remotest degree the former rulings of the 
department, 
lating to interests, 


Plans for a Terminal Station. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—A movement 
is well under way locking to the erection in 
Washington of one of the finest railroad 
to be used 
by the Pennsylvania, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and the Southern railroad companies. 
It is expected the station and the great yurds 
which are comprised in the pan will involve 
the expenditure of several millions of dol- 
lars. President Ingalls of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio said today that a general plan for 
terminal connections had been agreed upon 
which provided for the elimination of all 
grade crossings. 


New Opening for American Wheat. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—United States 
Consul Horton at Athens, in a report to the 
State Department, says that in consequence 
of the bad wheat harvest in Russia, which 
supplies nearly two-thirds of the wheat used 
in Greece, prices of wheat are very high 

there and are still rising. He is confident 
that there is a fine opening for the introduc- 
tion of American hard wheats into Greece 
and offers to assist would-be exporters.

It Is Said Party Managers Will Give 


Assurances That His Appointment 


Will Give Satisfaction—Others, on 


the Contrary, Hold That a Number 
of Minor Appointments Are More te 
Be Desired for the State than Place 
Among the President’s advisers. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30. Special. 
Washington people generally and members 
of Congress particularly have been much in- 


‘terested in the announcement that Charles 


G. Dawes of Evanston would probably be 
appointed private secretary to Maj. McKin- 
ley. The office is a trying one, and on the 
personal characteristics of the incumbent 
depends much of the success of the adminis- 
tration, for a private ary who is either 
a fool or lacking in tact can do immense dam- 
age to the future prospects of his superior. 

Fortunately for all concerned it is well 
known that Mr. Dawes not only possesses 
the confidence of Maj. McKinley in a high 
degree, but is particularly well fitted by 
training ahd temperament for a successful 
career as the intermediary between the 
President and the scores of people who call 
upon him. 

The private secretary of a President nowa- 
days is in reality a confidential Cabinet Min- 
ister, and the announcement of the probuble 
appointment of Mr. Dawes has therefore re- 
lieved the minds of a great many people who 
feared that Maj. McKinley might make a 
mistake in regard to this highly important 
position. The announcement has also been 
the cause of some deep down speculations as 
to the future. 

It was intimated at first that President 
McKinley might possibly follow out the 
precedent set by President Cleveland and 
in case of his re#lection elevate his private 
secretary to a position in the Cabinet. Since 
then confidential advices have been received 
from Illinois which go even farther than this 
and say that leaders in the State would be 
highly gratified if Mr. Dawes were given a 
position in the Cabinet immediately. 


MeKinley to Receive Assurances. 


His devotion to the interest of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley is well known, and it is also an un- 
derstood fact that Maj. McKinley has a 
particularly high regard for the young Ev: 
anston business-man whose, residence now 
in Illinois, formerly in Nebraska, and orig- 
inally in Ohio, carries with it a recognition 
of three dfferent States. 

It is reported here that a movement is on 
foot in Illinois to convey to the Fresident- 
elect an assurance that if the State is con- 
ceded a position in the Cabinet the party 
managers there would be perfectly well sat- 
isfied with the appointment of Mr. Dawes. ~ 

Besides this it is said that it would be a 
good political move to secure as the repre- 
sentative of the State in the Cabinet a man 
known to be a personal friend of the Presi- 
dent, as he would be able to look out for the 
intentions of local politicians and probably 
accomplish more than some one who was put 
into the Cabinet merely in recognition in a 
general way of the Republicans in the 
State. 

There is no assurance that Senator Cul- 
lom would accept a place in the Cabinet. 
He has told personal friends recently that he 
would not even consider the matter seriously 
in advance of an offer, and that personally 
he had nothing to gain from leaving his seat 
in the Senate for four years or so in the 
Cabinet. 

One Big Office or Many Littie Ones? 

It is also rumored here that the party 
managers in Illinois are by no means hilar- 
ious over the prospects of securing a Cab- 
inet position. It is said some of them feel 
that the result would be to cut off the other 
favors to be extended to the State and that, 
en the whole, they believe the party could 
best be strengthened by the distribution 
of a number of minor offices instead of one 
place in the Cabinet, which would benefit 
one man, and that, too, in all P 
some one like Cullom, who has already been 
so well taen care of that he is in duty bound 
to fight the party 3 for evermore with- 
out future reward.

Dr. T. N. Jamison, National Committee 
man from Illinois, called at the McKinley 
home this afternoon. Dr. Jamieson said 
the call was for the purpose of talking over 
questions of policy with Maj. McKinley.

BRYAN FINDS A VENT IN A REVIEW. 


Discusses the Silwer Issue and the Re- 
cent Campaign in a Magazine. 
New York, Nov. 30.—In the December 
number of the North American Review, pub- 
lished today, Mr. Bryan has an article, in 
which he discusses the result of the elec- 
tion as affecting the status of the silver 

question. 

The tssue on which the election tui ned he 
describes as the greatest issue ever sub- 
mitted to the American people in time of 
peace.“ The declaration of the Chicago 
convention in favor of the free coinage of 
silver forced upon the people of this coun- 
try a study of the money question in gen- 
eral; and within the last four months more 
people have been simultaneously engaged in 
its consideration than ever before in the 
history of the world. The result of this 
study Mr. Bryan declares to be temporary 
defeat, but permanent gain for the cause of 
bimetallism.”’ 

Mr. Bryan regards it asa significant fact 
that the silver sentiment was strongest 
where the question had been longest consid- 


ered—that is to say, in the West and South., 


In Mr. Bryan's opinion the cause of bimetal- 
lism made more rapid progress than any 
cause ever made in such a short time. 

The advocates of silver, He says, are con- 
fident of victory four years hence. This con- 
fidence, Mr. Bryan says, is confirmed by the 
history of recent elections. Mr. Greeley was 
defeated in 1872, and yet Mr. Tilden was 
elected in 1876. Mr. Blaine was defeated in 
1884, but Mr. Harrison was elected in 1888. 
The Republican victory of 1888 was followed 
by the Democratic victory of 1890 and the 
electiow of President Cleveland two years 
later. 

Mr. Bryan counsels the successful party 
to remember that thousands of Republican 
have been held to their party this year b 
the pledge that it will try to secure interna- 
tional bimetallism.

THE PRINT PAPER TRUST. 

The big New England and New York 
mills which make paper for newspapers are 
zust completing the organization of a trade 
combine which they have been studying 
over for about à year. They see the ap- 
proaching returnof prosperity and they want 
more than their legitimate share of it. They 
wish to appropriate some of the prosperity 
that should go te others. 

The mill men proposed at first to pool their 
properties. Being unable to agree on a plan 
they have determined to pool their product 


many ways: reduction in salesmen, rents, 
and supplies; saving in freights and bad 
debts; selling by weight“ instead of produc- 
tion in eight-page sheets; and crowding out 
little mills, or dictating the price at which 
they are to sell. 

“And Satan came also among them.” 
The last way in which they are to make 
mioney is by raising the price half a cent a 
pound, or 25 per cent, the present price being 
2eents. This higher price will be demanded 
from all the paper sold east and north of 
St. Louis and Cincinnati. 

With these proposed economies and this 
advance in price the paper mill men expect 
to clear five million dollars over and above 
what they would if they were competing 
with one another, as the newspapers do. 
The latter are always in a state of Intense 
competition. 

This arrangement to tax consumers five 
millions extra is to receive the finishing 
touches today. Probably no time will be 
lost in putting up the price. That is the 
most important feature of the agreement. 
There is where the bulk of the money will 
come from. 

It is not to be expected that President 
Cleveland, or his Attorney-General, will do 
anything to interfere with this trust. What 
will the newspapers do, which are to be its 
‘first victims? Will they pay the tax and 
then collect it from their customers by rais- 
ing the price of their papers? Or will they 
lift up their voices unitedly and call on the 
powers that be-to take steps to crush out a 
trust which proposes to levy a tax on the 
dissemination of intelligence? 

There will be a new President in three 
months who will not hesitate to direct his 
law officers to get affer the hard coal trust, 
the steel trusts, and all the other industrial 
combinations which have fastened them- 
selves on the people. 

Next year a new Congress will meet which 
will have to revise the tariff. There is at 
present a 10 per cent duty on wood pulp and 
a 15 per cent duty on print paper. If those 
duties are taken off and the American mills 
have to compete with the Canadian mills 
they would not be likely to get 244 cents a 


pound for their product. 
Very likely the agents of the trust will be 


at Washington next year asking for higher 
duties and declaring that without them the 
papermaking business will be crushed out. 
Does this trust expect any paper to join in 
that demand for more protection? Will 
not they rather say unitedly that men who 
will violate the law by forming a trust de- 
serve no protection? : 

That is about what Senator Sherman said 
six years ago. There are more ways than 
one of reaching pepple who utilize the tariff 
to plunder consumers.

RUSSIA’S EOLD ON CHIWA. 

The recent detailed report of a treaty be- 
tween China and Russia, concluded Sept. 
30, contains further convincing evidence of 
the Ozar’s growing power in the Orient. 
Russia agrees to provide the money for the 
first payment by China of the Japan war 
indemnity and to intercede to obtain for 
China a return of the Liau-Tong Peninsula, 
but these favors are trivial compared with 
the reciprocal concessions made to Russia 
by China.. If the terms of the treaty have 
been correctly reported, its most important 
features to the advantage of Russia are as 
follows: 

The Russian trans-Siberian railway may be car- 
ried straight through Manchtria, thus avoiding 
the great circuitous route along the Amoor River. 

The projected Chinese system of railways shall 
be brought into connection with the Russian and 
China may delegate to Russia the task of con- 
structing the contemplated lines from Kirin to 
Shan-Hai-Kuan and Port Arthur. 
| Lines forming part of the Russian system, but 
running through Chinese territory, shall be pur- 
chasable by China after a period of thirty years. 
Lines forming part of the Chinese system, but 
built by Russia at China’s request, may be pur- 
chased by China after a period of ten years. 

Russia is to have the right to station troops 
along the raliroads conducted by Russians, and 
to work mines throughout Manchuria. 

China’s Manchurian levies shall be drilled by 
Russian officers. 


There aré many other features of the 
treaty that give promise of Russia’s future 
ascendency in China, hut those given above 
are sufficient to reveal the scope of Rus- 
sia’s ambition, which seems so close now to 
full realization. With practica] control of 
the railroads, built by Russian money and 
conducted by Russian chief officials, and 
with the privilege of stationing. Russian 
troopsalong all these railroad lines, it will be 
but a brief time, unless some extraordinary 
change takes place, before Russia will have 
established a protectorate over the empire. 

China has shown that it has lost. confi- 
dence in its own ability to protect itself 
against Japan and the menace of partition 
by Europe. It was shaken from its stolidity 
of centuries by the results of the late war. 
It grasped with eagerness and gratitude the 
hand of powerful Russia that was shrewdly 
extended at the time of China's greatest 
distress and when it had been humbled in 


a hope that the strength of the Czar will 
avail to drag China up to a plane of mili- 
tary if not commercial equality witi its 
enemies: But no one except possibly the 
Chinese Emperor has ever imagined that 
Russia indorsed the 300 millions of bonds to 
pay the Japanese indemnity or performed 
any other act of kindness to China without 
the expectation ang assurance of a definite 
and ample recompense.

there is hardly a pretense of necessity. 

The Secretary of State, for instance, is 
assigned a chief clerk, a corporation clerk, 
and three assistant clerks with salaries 
ranging from $2,400 to $720 a year, and yet 
probably the brunt of the work falls on the 
third assictant, while the other four attend 
strictly to the dignity of the office. Then, 
in the same department, there is an anti- 


clerks at $1,000, and still another anti-trust 
clerk at $720, and this quartet of anti-trust 
officials attends to the laborious task of 
mailing at certain periods of the year to cer- 
tain corporations formal inquiries as to 
whether said corporations have been violat- 
ing any of the anti-trust laws, and said cor- 
porations having replied “no” the replies 
are filed away. This work, distributed 
among four clerks, would furnish a fair 
day’s labor for one clerk provided some other 
duties were thrown im to relieve the mogot- 
ony of idlen¢ss. Then the Secretary of 
State has an index clerk and the index clerk 
has an assistant who does the indexing 
while the index clerk himself doesn’t do 
much of anything. And so it runs through- 
out the State service, every high official 
having a chief assistant and every chief as- 
sistant having a subassistant and the sub- 
assistents in turn being provided with as- 
sistant subassistants who do the work. 

The Legisiature should run the ship of 
state into dry dock, scrape off these bar- 
nacles, and let it do a little plain sailing. 
The salaries should be cut down about 25 per 
cent and the number of employés should be 
cut down about 25 per cent, and then the 
cost of running the State would be brought 
approximately close to the cost of conduct- 
ing a private concern of similar proportions. 
It would be scaled down to about the price 
a contractor would ask. who would guar- 
antee to have all the work of the State done 
satisfactorily, for neither private corpora- 
tion nor contractor would tolerate the pres- 
ent excess of pay nor the present excess in 
number of employés. 

Under the old Constitution in this coun- 
ty the official who recorded the deeds was 
permitted to pocket all the fees after pre- 
viously paying for his office force, and the 
result was that the office force was com- 
paratively small, while the personal income 
of the chief from the surplus fees was im- 
mense. This system was changed by the 
new Constitution so that the Recorder now 
is required to turn over to the people the 
surplus of income from his office after all 
the expenses are paid, with the remark- 
ble result that in spite of the great increase 
in the volume of business since the old days 
there is nothing left to turn over. The Re- 
corder‘ manages to absorb the vast sum so 
that the people are burdened with no trou- 
blesome surplus.” 

The basis of the trouble in Chicago, at 
Springfield, Washington, and every other 
center of government is that in doing the 
public business no consideration for the best 
interests of the public prevails. As many 
men are hired and they are paid as much as 
can possibly be managed without outraging 
the public patience. “The public be 
damned is as much a maxim of the politi- 
cians as ever it was of Vanderbilt. The 
public foots the bills, therefore the politi- 
cians do not care how many multiples of the 
necessary number of offices are created nor 
how many multiples of the proper amount 
of salary are attached to an office. As long 
as the public can be fooled or hoodwinked 
or cajoled, or its indignation kept within 
reasonable bounds, the politicians are sat- 
isfied. 

It is a legalized robbery that should be 
stopped. The salaries should be cut down 
to decent limits. The offices that exist only 
as private snaps should be cut out of the 
public service. The State is suffering from 
the unfitness of the men who are given these 
berths. 
by the system that saps their manhood. 
The employé with large salary and little 
work cannot evade demoralization. H 
becomes unfit for an honest day's work fo 
an honest day’s pay. He becomes a parasite 
and victim of the patronage system, the 
system responsible for nearly al the evils 
in the government service. 

Italy is suffering from an exaggeration of 
the same abuse, this multiplication of office. 
France is its victim, and England also, al- 
though to a less degree. The United States 
is struggling manfully to loosen the tenta- 
cles by the beneficent power of the. civil 
service. Illinois could make no grander 
record in the history of States than to take 
the lead in emancipating itself from the 
growing “ spoils”’ octopus, for among the 
States the lead is yet to be taken.

It 
was proved that those roads were charging 
rates which were in restraint of commerce 
between the States. But the United States 
Court declined to direct the roads to obey 
the order of the commission to reduce their 
rates. 

It the Supreme Court holds that the anti- 
trust law does not take in the railronds, 
then it should be amended so as to include 


them specifically. Phe fact that there isa 


worthless law which does relate to them 
should not serve as a reason for excluding 
them from the operation of another law 
which may prove to be more effective. 


THE LATEST CUBAN SCHEME. 

The latest scheme for the help of Cuba 
was stated in a dispatch from New York 
printed in Monday’s Trirsunz. It sets 
forth that the President will recommend 
the reference of the Cuban question to a 
commission whose powers shall include 
the stopping of the war, and the perfecting 
of ah arrangement by which the Cubans 
can purchase their independence. Under 
this arrangement Great Britain is to fur- 
nish the money to buy independence on 
Cuban bonds, which are to be guaranteed 
by tke United States with the consent of 
Spain. The commission is to be composed 
of three members, one chosen by the United 
States, one by Great Britain as Spain's 
representative, while the third is to be 
chosen by Great Britain and the United 
States. 

This new scheme looks well on paper, 
but practically it is impossible of operation. 


‘The people of the United States will never 
agree to it. If anything is to be done on 


those lines the United States and Cuba are 
able to do it, and there can be no use for 
Great Britain in the matter. Any bonds 
guaranteed by the United States would 
be purchased by American capitalists, 
and the United States would maintain 
such control over the island and so manage 
its affairs as to make it sure the bonds 
would be paid when they matured. Cuba 
can make her own arrangements. She does 
not need any outside help. What she 
most needs is a recognition of her inde- 
pendence, Then she can go on and finish 
up her war with Spain, and she would do 
it speedily with such incidenta] assistance 
as she might get from the people of the 
United States. Then she could make her 
own terms when she came to make a treaty 


of peace with Spain. If any European 


nation were to take an active part in this 
matter it should be France and not Great 
Britain, because while Great Britain has 
an extensive trade with Cuba, which would 
be benefited by a settlement of the existing 
complications, France is a large holder of 
Spanish securities, and is interested in not 
seeing Spain bankrupted in a fruitless at- 
tempt to conquer Cuba. It is France who 
can speak with authority to Spain and tell 
her to quit. 

Meanwhile when Congress meets it 
should take up this Ouban business at 
once, and bring such a pressure to bear 
that the independence of the Cubans shall 
be recognized. It is idle now to talk about 
recognizing belligerent rights. The whole 
world knows the Cubans and Spaniards 
are at war, and that Spain is ruining her- 
self in her efforts to pour men into Cuba 
and to raise money with which to prose- 
cute this war. The whole world knows this 
war has been going on nearly two years, 
and that Spain is yo nearer the conquest 
of Cuba than she was when she began. 
The whole world knows of the frightful 
atrocities of these Spanish butchers, the 
latest of which was the massacre of 300 
old men and women and young girls and 
children, all of them non-combatants. Con- 
gress knows what the whole world knows, 
and should act at once. The Chicago dele- 
gation knows it also. It came nobly to the 
front a ‘year ago. Now let it act again, and 
act promptly. Let the independence of 
Cuba be recognized at once. Let Congress 
place itself on record as on the side of free- 
dom, justice, and humanity. 
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HOW HAWAII MAY BE ANNEXED. 

It has been suggested that Hawaii will 
seek to be annexed to the United States as 
soon as the new administration at Washing- 
ton gets fairly down to business. If that 
be the desire of the people of Hawaii there 
is no reason why it should not be gratified. 
But let it be distinctly specified that Hawaii 
cannot be madea State. It possesses none 
of the essentials of Statehood. Its area is 
only 6,677 square miles. The soil is rich, 
the climate is subtropical, and the region 
is an extensive producer of sugar and other 
tropical products, but Hawaii is essentially 
an agricultural country and can never have 
anything like the population of a manu- 
facturing community. It can never at- 
tain even the population that a Territory 
must have to aspire to Statehood. 

If Hawaii is to be annexed to the United 
States it should be annexed as a part of 
California if California would give its con- 
sent. It should be made into two or more 
counties, to be governed by the laws of 
that State, and its representatives should 
be sent to the Legislature to take part in 
making the State laws. This would be a 
natural and logical alliance. The bulk 
of Hawaii's trade is with San Francisco, 
so that it would not be like the connection 
of an alien country. It would be eminently 
fitting that Hawaii should be part of the 
State which shares all its commercial rela- 
tions. 

But it cannot be made too plain that 
Hawaii must not hope to be a sovereign 
State itself. There must be no more of 
these small States created which have no 
possibility of growth. It is an outrage on 
the larger Commonwealths that the voice 
of their representatives in the National 
Senate should be nullified by the Senators 
of a handful of people with scarcely votes 
enough to warrant the privilege of having 
a Congressman. That outrage has been 
perpetrated too often in the past, and is 
too intolerable to be permitted any repeti- 
tions. 

It at some time in the future a plan be 
devised to allow representation in the Sen- 
ate proportionate to the size of the State 
then the situation would be materially 
changed, and the question of Statehood 
would assume a different aspect. As it 
is at present to give Idaho, Wyoming, and 
Hawali two United States Senators each, 
the same as are given to Illinois and New

He had 
been repeatedly offered a seat in Congress 
as well as the Mayoralty of New York, but 
he declined the offers. He had served upon 


the National Democratic committee and he 


was one of the active participants in the 
breaking up of Tweed and his gang of 
plunderers. In the recent campaign his 
voice was one of the first among New York 
City Democrats to sound vigorously and 
emphatically for honest money. The peo- 
ple of Chicago have good reason to remem- 
ber him admiringly, as he was one of the 
first and most liberal contributors to the 
World’s Fair scheme, although he was not 
an exhibiter. In contributions, indeed, he 
was always liberal and the list of his char- 
ities is a long one. He had made himsclf 
loved and respected by all who knew him 
for his many admirable qualities of head 
and heart. |

—a horse, in short, which could be introduced 
in evidence as a real and salable article of

Nominally, if the 
horse wins, he has thé right to pay the bal- 
ance of the share on which he has deposited 
a margin and claim possession of an undi- 
vided one-thousandth of Axtell. But on the 
supposition that the average owner of_an 
option would sell his option at even a small 


oneethousandth interest in the , the 
contract makes @ provision that, in the event 
the horse proves as fast as the would-be pur- 
chaser expected, the holder of the option 
may sell it back for two, three, four, five, 
ten, or any number of times the amount of 
his margin. 

Apparently the man who owned the horse 
thought he had a slow animal, but as soon 
as he found it was fast he was anxious to 
buy up all the options, so that he would not 
be compelled to part with the speedy beast.

BXIT THE OLD GAME OF FOOTRALI, 


It Has Degenerated Into Slugging, In- 
terference, Wounds, and Death—De.- 
scribed by a Yale Man of 84. 


New York, Nov. 29. [Editor Evening 
Post. As a football player of the early 80˙8, 
I have been much interested in the changes 
that have been made in the methods of play, 
and their results as affecting the game in 
the public estimation. There is no doubt 
that the game as now played is terribly hard 
on the players, and the casualities much 
more frequent and severe than formerly. 
The parents of the college players are getting 
fearful of the game, and we hear frequently 
that this man and that has been forced to 
give it up because of parental interference. 
A prominent Yale player of recent years 
even told me that he dreaded to go back to 
New Haven in the fall, because he would 
have to play football. We never used to have 
an army of rubbers and doctors attending 
our teams, and seldom did any player need 
such assistance. In no match game that 1 
ever saw in those days was a Yale man hurt 
so that he could not keep on playing. In 
one game of recent years more time was 
spent in patching up players than was spent 
in. actual play. The games in those days 
were just as enjoyable and interesting, if 
not more so, than those of today. There 
was more open play, longer and more brill- 
lant runs, the long pass was the feature of 
the game, and the kicking Was more frequent 
and effective. Every man back of the rush 
line was exjected to be able to kick the ball 
whenever called upon. I have seen no back 
of recent years who could punt as effectively 
as Alex. Moffat of Princeton or Richards 
and Terry of Yale. But one man on the 
team is taught to kick, and the team is beat- 
en if that man is laid up for any reason. 

A careful study of the games of recent years 
has forced upon my mind the conviction 
that the principal cause of most of the ad- 
verse criticism on the game as now played 
is that the most of the time and attention of 
the Captain and coaches of a team are given 
to the perfecting of team intefference at 
the expense of most of the other points of 
the game. I am not unmindful of the fact 
that kicking has received more attention 
these last two years, but in the Tale-Frince- 
ton game of Saturday the kicking was un- 
scientific, and fell far below the average, 
while the game resolved itself into a con- 
test between pushers, not rushers. It is 
the system of Interference that has grown up 
that has made the game the rough, danger- 
ous game of today. But,” said a Yale 
man to me, “take away interference, and 
it would spoil the game.”

Rössli AND CHINA CONVENTION. 


Enormous Concessions Made to Russia 
—Latter Will Soon Own All North 
of the Wall and Holda Pro- 
tectorate Over China. 


According to a telegram from Tokio, Nov. 
11, a convention was concluded in Peking 
on Sept. 30 whereby some remarkable con- 
cessions were made by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to Russia, the consideration heing, of 
course, the Czar’s intervention to obtain 
Japan’s retrocession of the Liau-Tung 
Peninsula and his procurement of the money 
needed to meet the first installment of the 
war indemnity. Let us mark what these 
concessions are and consider how they are 
likely to affect the future position of the 
Manchu dynasty. 

The convention provides that the Russian 
Trane-Siberian railway may be carried 
straight through Manchuria, thus avoiding 
the great circuitous route along the Amoor 
River. It is also agreed that . 

e system of railways sha e broug 
evga ele bowers with the Russian, and, 
further, that China may, if she chooses, 
delegate to Russia the task of constructing 
the contemplated lines from Kirin to 
Shan-Hai-Kuan and Port Arthur. It is also 
provided that lines forming part of the 
Russian system, but running through Chi- 
nese territory, shall be purchasable by China 
after a period of thirty years, and that 1 5 
forming part of the Chinese system, but 
built by Russia at China's request, may be 
purchased by China after a period of ten 
years. It is improbable that a thus 

ted for will ever be ex . 
mt the money that the Peking Govern- 
ment can secure for many years to come will 
be needed to discharge the indemnity due 
Japan, to equip a new army with perfected 
weapons, and to construct a new armored 
fieet. For the last named purpose alone a 
huge sum will be needed, if it be true that 
Li Hung Chang has determined to acquire 
no fewer than six great ironclads, besides 
twelve armored cruisers of the first class 
and twenty of the Second and third class. 

Pending the very doubtful exercise of the 
option mentioned, which is probably asked 
for merely to save the face of the Chinese 
Emperor, his Manchurian and Chinese sub- 
jects dwelling along the lines which are to 
be built by the Czar’s engineers will become 
habituated to the presence and ascendency 

Russians. 
oor the latter are to have the right not 
only to station troops along all the railways 
constructed by them, but also to work mines 

fighout Manchuria. 

Other 1 ot the convention provide 
that China's Manchurian levies shall be 
drilled by Russian officers, and also lease 
to Russia part of Kiauchow, and covenant 
that in cases of emergency Rusela shall have 
the use of Port Arthur and Talien. Every 
facility is also stipulated for Russian traders 
and travelers,

Hankow has been for some 
time the principal commercidl center of the 
middle portion of the Chinese Empire, and 
there is a great concentration of population 
in the immediate neighborhood. Before the 
Tae-Ping war, the brunt of which fell on this 
region, the three sister cities of Hankow, 
Hanyang, and Wuchang are said to have 
had over 5,000,000 inhabitants. At present 
Hankow has from 600,000 to 800,000. It is, 
however, a free port, and there are four 
foreign settlements, belonging respectively 
to the Russians, the British, the French, and 
the Germans. Theestablishment of the seat 
of empire in an open port accessible at all 
times to foreigners would certainly imply a 
striking change of view on the part of the 
dynasty, and, at first, perhaps, would be re- 
garded with misgiving by its Chinese sub- 
jects. It may be arguéd, however, that the 


| great distance of Hankow from the sea and 


the ease with which the Tang-tse-Klang 
might be fortified at many points, render the 
place exceedingly defensible; while the 
choice of it may commend itself to a progres- 
sive minister like Li Hung Chang, by the 
knowledge that the construction of railways 
northward to Pekin and southward to Can- 
ton, would quickly follow the removal of the 
court to Hankow. 

On the whole, there seems to be no doubt 
that a great awakening of China cannot be 
long deferred. The presence of the Russians 
in Manchuria, and the resultant development 
of that hitherto neglected province, cannot 
fail to operate as impressive object lessons; 
and the new and difficult situation created 
for the Manchu dynasty, whereby it is forced 
to seek new champions and new resources 
among the natives of China proper, must 
needs strengthen the Intelligent hands of Li 
Hung Chang.

Said to Have Cost Mr. Vanderbilt— 
Terms of the Settlement. 


New York, Noy. 28.—Fifteen million. dol- 
lars for a Duke. 


Bluntly speaking, this is the sum W. K. 


Vanderbilt gave for the honor of allying his 
family name with that of the Duke of Marl- 
borough. 


In the language of pomp and circum- 


stance, it is the amount of dowry or settle- 
ment Mr. Vanderbilt made before the an- 


nouncement of the engagement between his 
daughter and the Duke. 

This statement is made on the unquestion- 
able authority of an English gentleman 
visiting in Washington, who has been in a 

sition to know all the facts. His account 
is circumstantial and undoubtediy correct. 

‘The terms of the settlement were $10,000,- 
000, or, to speak with absolute accuracy, the 
income of $10,000,000, on Mr. Vanderbilt's 
daughter during her lifetime, and $5,000,000 
on the Duke. If children are born they will 
inherit the mother’s portion at her death. 
If the marriage shall be without issue this 
$10,000,000 will revert on the death of the

The settlement was not made in cash, but 
in investments for the benefit of the Duke 
and Duchess. These investments are prin- 
cipally in the stocks and bonds of the Lake 
Shore and other Vanderbilt raflroads. 

Some time before the announcement of the 
engagement, the Duke of Marlborough’s so- 
licitor, Robert Harding Millward, came over 
to New York and was engaged in a long con- 
sultation with Mr. Vanderbilt. The newe- 
papers announced Mr. Millward’s arrival and 
gave some hint of his errand, but said noth- 
ing of the length of the negotiations, which 
were entirely upon the matter of Mies Van- 
derbilt‘s wedding settlement. It was not en- 
tirely easy to arrive at the arrangements 
here described, which was the only one which 
met the view of the Duke’s adviser. 

It may be added $5,000,000-of the $15,000,- 
000 dowry had previously formed a part of 
the settlement made on Mrs. W. K. Vander- 
bilt at the time she secured a divorce. But 
this particular $5,000,000 again is of the $10,- 
000,000 settled upon the Duchess, and is to 
revert to the estate of Mrs. Vanderbilt, now 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, in case the Duchess 
dies childless. 


FRESH EGGS FETCH HIGHER PRICES, 


Advance Follows the Prevalence of 
Rates Remarkably Low Because of 
Continued Favorable Weather, 


The wholesale price of fresh eggs has ad- 
vanced to 22 cents a dozen, and the prospect 
is that with steady cold weather prices will 
advance further. Eggs have been fairly 
cheap, considering the season of the year. 
Continued warm weather. has rendered the 
supply unusually large for November, and 
the abundance and cheapness of coarse grain 
has been in the same line. 

The cold snap has had already an upprecia- 
ble effect in receipts. Yesterday 892 cases 
came in, compared with 1,504 cases ior Mon- 
day of last week and 1,041 cases for the same 
day a year ago. 

Many so-called fresh eggs are being 
shipped in, and purchasers should be sure 
of what they are buying, as strictly fresh 
eggs are still to be had, and grocers can se- 
cure enough to supply needs. 

The supply of grapes is small. The season 
is about over. Crates of Catawbas were 
held in South Water street at 15 cents and 17 
cents. Malaga grapes, however, are in fair 
supply and cost wholesale $6 ani $7 for 
rifty-pound kegs. California Tokays sell at 
$2 for four-basket cases. Cornechon grapes 
are held at $1.80 for four-basket crates. 

Lemons are in moderate supply. Fancy 
Messinas cost $5 a box and good Verdellas 


$4.50.

Dr. Gray was born on his father’s farm, in 
Butler County, O., twelve miles north of 
Cincinnati, in 1830,.

work of publishing a newspaper. 

Dr. Gray was editor and proprietor of the

the next two years he was an editorial 
writer on the Cleveland Herald, and then 
editor and proprietor of the Newark Ameri- 
can for one year. Later he went to Cin- 
cinnati and organized the Elm Street Print- 
ing company, of which he was the manager, 
and remained in that business for seven 
years. At the end of that time the Chicago 
fire occurred, and he was solicited to do 
something for the Interior. 

The first bargain was that he Was to put 
$6,000 and the company $12,000 into the enter- 
prise of reviving the paper. The company 
really put in nothing and the result was that 
he and Cyrus McCormick became the joint 
owners and publishers. 

Dr. Gray married Miss Annie Purcell at 
Tiffin, O., on Dec. 2, 1856, the ceremony being 
performed by the Rev. W. K. Steiber. She 
was of the German Reform faith, and, by a 
strange coincidence, she and Dr. Gray came 
to Tiffin to live on the same day. He says 
no such girls can be found now. 


MAP OF CHICAGO'S “LOST REGION.” 


Speaker at a Muncie, Ind., Endeavor- 
ers’ Meeting Presents a Wondertul 
Diagram and Explanations. 


“The Wickedness of Chicago” was the 


subject of a symposium at a meeting of 
the Indiana Christian Endeavor Society at 
Muncie, Ind., on Sunday evening. One ot the 
speakers, who claimed to have intimate 
knowledge of the conditions prevalling in 
this city, Showed a map he had drawn of 
Its lost region.“ The district shown was 
bounded, he explained, on the north by 
Halsted street, west by Pope, south by State, 
and east by Twelfth street.”’

a single church service with 150 people pres- 
ent.“ . 

If this minister can stand at the intersec- 
tion of La Salle street and the lake and look 
down Madison street for miles in either di- 
rection he must be wonderfully and fear- 
fully made. Over at the map department 
of the City Hall no one had ever seen or 
heard of a district in the great City of Chi- 
cago with the eccentric boundaries given 


by this speaker.

Are Resorted To by the Board of 
Education—Interesting Statistics, 


The question of the overcrowded condition 
of the public schools was discussed at an 
educational conferance of delegates of the 
Federated Woman's clubs of Chicago at 
the Palmer. House yesterday afternoon. 
2 the delegates present were: 


Mrs. Blackwelder presided and Mrs. Emma 
J. Carroll acted as Secretary. The principal 
paper was read by Mrs. A. J. Herschl, who 
gave some interesting statistics of the Chi- 
cago schools, in which she said there are 
245,000 children school age in Chicago. 
Of this number 825 are enrolled. There 
are about 28,000 in private schools, leaving 
only about 3,317 not enrolled. 


Gives Facts and Figures. 

Continuing she sald: 

“If we compare this enrollment with the 
average daily membership, which is 177,000, 
we see that only four-fifths of the number 
enrolled atte for any length of time. 
Sixty-seven per cent of this dally attendance 
is in the first four grades. In the grammar 
grade the average daily attendance is 28 per 
dent. Two-thirds out of the whole number 
enrolled drop out at the end of the fourth 
grade; two-thirds of 213,000 children are sent 
out into the world uates of the fourth 
arate Of the one-third who continue to the 
eighth grade only a little over 4 per cent 
enter the High School. 

There is such a discrepancy between the 
pupils in average daily attendance and the 


| seating capacity of the buildings owned by 


the city that two expedients. have been 
adopt he renting of additional rooms and 
half-day sessions. This, coupled with the 
fact that the time is spent in uncomfortable, 
poorly ventilated rooms, is it any wonder so 
large a percentage is anxious to leave school 
at the end of the fourth grade, or that our 
compulsory education laws are nearly if not 
‘wholly inoperative? 

It is also a significant fact that the half- 
day sessions and rented rooms are in regions 
where education is most feeded: Many of 
them are on the West Side, in regions densely 
populated with foreigners, w certainly 
need the refining influence of education to 
bring them into touch with our institutions.“ 

The speaker concluded with a considera- 
tion of the children who leave school. The 
majority, she said, finds work in factories 
and workshops. Some are employed in the 
Stock-Yards, some in sweat shops; many 
are employed in such a way as to not only 
injure their health but endanger their lives. 
But whether they are pleasantly employed 
or not, the important fact remains they are 
not where they should be-—in“ the school- 
room. 

Propositions for Discussion. 


After discussion of the paper the following 
propositions were formulated for discus- 
sion among the various clubs of Chicago: 

First—The civilization of the future de- 
ponte upon the present condition of the chil- 

ren. 

Second—The education of one-third of the 
children, no matter how complete, does not 
give them sufficient protection from the re- 
sults of neglecting the remaining two- 
thirds. 

Third—The neglected two-thirds of the 
children are not adequately provided for by 
private aids, whether by organizations, 
churches, or individuals. 

The second conference of the federated 
clubs to consider this question’ will be held 
in the Palmer House on the first Monday in 
January at 3 o'clock.

Mrs. L. P. Lee, Maywood, 
WHERE THEY HAD METEORS GALORE 


One Spot Where the Predicted Display 
Was Good, Even if a Trifie Late. 
Fessenden, N. D., Nov. 18.—{Minneapolis 
Journal.}—On Sunday morning last it seemed 
the heavens were all aglow with phosphor- 
escent light. Upon close examination there 
seemed to be millions of shooting stars. 
Owing to the hour, about 2 in the morning, 
but few witnessed this grand display. 
On the farm of James Every, just east of 
town, a meteor imbedded itself over eight 
feet in the earth. Those who were awake 
said they felt a tremor of the earth. Mr. 
Every was badly frightened, and almost 
overcome by the shock. and sulphurous 
smoke. The deep snow of the succeeding 
evening almost covered the depression made 
by the great meteor, but it is yet plainly 
discernible. It will be dug out as soon as 

the weather will permit. 

Very few people were aware of the me- 
teoric shower. Several who witnessed it say 
it began about 2 o'clock, and continued 
about an hour. The sky was clear. At first 
there were a few shooting stars, and then 
suddenly the whole heavens lit up with a 
flash like lightning and it grew brighter 
and brighter, until there appeared across 
the whole sky a trail of fire like the tall of a 
huge comet, and from it in all directions shot 
stars or meteors. The light gradually 
formed itself into a long streak, and then 
moved in a slow, zigzag movement across 
the heavens, and finally shaped itself into a 
letter Z, in which form it remained for some 
time, and then slowly faded away. During 
all this time there were numerous shooting 
stars, and the earth was as bright as day. 
The display lasted for the greater part of an 
hour, but the great light described was of 
much shorter duration. Ahe phenomenon 
‘frightened many people and several in- 
stances are related wheré horses were al- 
most paralyzed with fear at the strange 


sight.

QUEEN VICTORIA 70 MAKE A NEW WILL 


Her Majesty Has a Fortune of $175,000,- 
000, Which Will Be Divided 
: Among Her Progeny. 


Queen Victoria,is going to- make a new 
will. ; 

Twenty-five years have passed since the 
one now in existence was drawn up, and in 
that time the Queen’s property, as well as 
her progeny, has increased vastly. The 
wealth of the ruler of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and Canada and India has been esti- 
mated at $175,000,000, and while a portfon of 
it has been bequeathed to the Queen by cer- 
tain of her rich subjects, the greater part of 
it is the accumulation of her judiciously in- 
vested savings. 

Out of a civil list of $3,060,000, $300,000 per 
annum is devoted to the royal privy purse; 
and of this no account is ever asked. Be- 
sides this, Queen Vict has at her dis- 
posal the net revenues of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, whith have amounted on an aver 
age to $300,000 a year. 

All her expenses—even her charities and 
servants’ wages—being defrayed out of the 
civil list, has enabled the wise Queen: to 
set aside this $600,000 every year. This she 
has done, and as most of it has been in- 
vested in land which has increased almost 
tenfold in value during the last fifty years, 
the present personal fortune of her Majesty 
may be safely estimated at $100,000,000. 

This, added to the fortune left Queen Vic- 
toria by the Prince Consort and the pease 
of her subjects, leaves at least $175,000,000 
at her disposal, which, under the terms of 
the new will, will be distributed among hér

GIVES UP THE COAL TRUST. INQUIRY. 


County Board’s Special Committee Says 
the County and State’s-Attorney 
Should Undertake the Work. 


The special committee appointed by the 
County Board three months ago to investi- 
gate the subject of coal trusts reported 
yesterday that it was impossible for the 
committee to get down to facts and that an 
effectual investigation could be made only 
by the County Attorney and State’s-At- 
torney. 

The committee states its belief that trusts 
exist, but without grand jury powers it was 
unable to extort information from unwilling 
witnesses. 

The members of the committee were: O. 
D. Allen, Chairman; J. N. Cunning, Charles 
Burmeister, L. H. Mack, and James Munn. 

A bill for $8,067.09 was presented by P. 
Kenefick & Co. for balance on contract for 
supplying coal to the County Agent, and re- 
ferred to the Finance committee, It is a 
claim growing out of the charges of giving 
light weight and supplying inferior coal. 
-Patrick Kenefick is dead, but an indictment 
was returned against Michael II. McGovern 
and George Powell. Their trial before Judge 
Clifford ended yesterday by the court dis- 
charging the defendants. 

George Schubert, a saloonkeeper of the 
Town of Worth, sent a communication to 
the County Board, saying that four saloons 
are doing business in that town without pay- 


ing license. 

"President Healy announced yesterday 
there will be a caucus meeting of the new 
County Board tomorrow for the purpose of 
discussing organization plans. There seems 
to be a considerable amount of lobbying go- 
ing on, especially among the new members, 
for places in certain committees. But the 
President said he had made up no slates as 
yet and would not de anything in that line 
until after the caucus. 


BONDSMEN SURRENDER J. I. RYAN. 


Conroyd and Kelly Refuse to Longer 
Be Responsible for His Freedom 
and He Is Locked Up. 


John M. Ryan, under indictment for mur- 
der and at liberty on bonds of $10,000, was 
surrendered by his bondsmen yesterday. 

James Couroyd, No. 45 North Curtis street. 
and William J. Kelly, No. 168 Oak street, 
Ryan's bondsmen, walked into Clerk 
Magerstadt’s office and announced they did 
not longer desire to be responsible for 
Ryan’s freedom. Both intimated they had 
reason to believe he was about to leave Chi- 
cago, and they decided to take no chances. 

Ryan was taken to the County Jail and 
locked u He is accused of having killed 
John T. Smith on Market street, near Ran- 
dolph, oh April 18.
